REMEMBERING THE BEL AIR FIRE!! 

Where were you on November 6, 1961? It was a fateful day in the 
history of Mount St. Mary's College — as the Bel Air fire jumped 
the new San Diego Freeway and swept up the hill. Several 
structures on campus were damaged or destroyed, but miraculously, 
everyone got down the hill safely. Classes resumed amid the 
charred buildings just 44 hours later.

PLUS-MINUS GRADING SYSTEM 

In response to student concerns about the impact of the plus-minus grading 

system, the following proposal was adopted by the faculty: 

Because students were not informed of the decision to change the grading 
system before the beginning of the semester, and therefore had insufficient 
time to adjust their course schedules and outside commitments, the 
Academic Policy Committee recommends a compromise measure for the 
1991-92 year only. 

The compromise measure will apply to the computation of honors for 1992 
graduates on the one hand, and for probation calculation for all students on 
the other. GPA for the above categories will be calculated without plus 
and minus variations. For example, a student receiving grades of "C-" 
would not be placed on probation this year, since all "C" grades will be 
computed at 2.0. Similarly, a grade of "A-" would not adversely affect any 
honors recognition (Honors, Dean's List, President's Scholars) for 1992 
graduating students.
